Arom yoar to year and develop and per-
fect those stylea of play which had
promised most nfter the teésta of the pre-
veding sonson, 7

It is partly for this remson that there
has been greater proficlency In the for-
ward pass, when properly employoed, and
that there has been so varled and de-
eoptive use made of |t

During the first year or two of Ita usea
the forward pass was an effective, If
hazardeis, ground-gaining play, but the
methods of defenpe agalnst It soon de-
veloped to stuch an extent that ltwm use
poon became limited to n mere “threat.”

With the coming of the so-called "con-

Wihile thin may sound academie, and
probiably. is true to A certaln axtent In
uny conteat of brain and brawn, it in
rorileutinrls true In the pressit =nne
of fooiball snd Is dus without doubt ta
the great veraalllity of satlack muade pos-
wible by the presant playvine code. It Is
thin vory (eature, which hoy nesminted
for the wide "breaks” in the scores uf
thia senr's games. the gront raveranld oi
form =nd the almost universal fallure
the “‘sxperta’’ to predicet the outcome
of xo many gumes Lthis fall,

The upsets of the season hiave been
numarous and have brought into promi-
tienee otie emualler college team after an-
other, and while this partlicular featurs
hins undoubtedly produced heart-burnings
at those larger Institutlons which have
held n monopoly of the much-discussed
and problematical “championahips,* there
In not the slightest doubt that it has
tended to Improve football as a sport in
the lirger senao.
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The possibilities of the further devel-
oppment of the Iateral pass and other
features of the Canadian game are great,
and It is to be hoped that the experi-
meints begun will be continued.

The most suecessful deferse for this
atyle of play found thus far seems to
be In the quick charging of the first line
of defense, which, If successtul, brings
itbotut the development of thie play before
it has falrly started nnd enables the sec-
ondary Jdefense, to stop the man who
finally recolves the ball.
